“Mountain Hanger Jesse Sevier of 
Monrovia, who has climbed the moun¬ 
tain trails for the last five years, says 
that he has seen the strange dweller 
"bf the canyon a few times, and that the 
man is certainly an odd character.

A T a recent session of the 
legislature a bill was passed 
declaring that all vacant lots 
must be cleaned and kept clean of 
weeds, rubbish and other offen¬ 
sive material. This touches Sierra 
Madre, and the sooner we get 
busy the better it will be for us 
personally and as a community. 
Neatness means more dollars for 
your real estate and the fellow’s 
next door. 


Among the later residents in 
this community, Arthur W. Savage 
of Duarte, the man who invented 
the Savage rifle and the Savage 
torpedo, is among the most not¬ 
able. He is best known for the 
invention of his rifle, the efficiency 
of which has been demonstrated 
by sportsmen all over the country 
and Mr. Savage has also shown 
that inventors do not always lack 
business ability, by organizing 
the Savage Arms company of 
Utica, New York, of waich he 
was for some years a chief 
official. 

At his home in Duarte Mr. 
Savage has a large shop where 
he spends much of his time at 
his inventions. It is his inten¬ 
tion as soon as his son joins him 
from the East, to install modern 
machinery and do much work 
here along new lines. He now 
has in view a cotton picking ma¬ 
chine, a boat releasing devise for 
use on large vessels, and a plan 
to obtain nitrogen in commercial 
quantities from the atmosphere. 
The only feasible method for ob¬ 
taining nitrogen at present is to 
grow it in animal and vegetable 
matter, or get it from a few salts 
of potash. A cheap method of 
obtainihg it for fertilizers will be 
boon to agriculturalists.—Monro-' 
via News.

And to top it all oft some c*f 
the sapsuckers at the head of 
governmental affairs are urging 
for an increase in the rate of 
postage on newspapers—a rate, 
if adopted, that would be the 
means cf putting hundreds of 
country papers out of business. 
We don’t believe the people in 
general would stand for this. 

The fact is that the govern¬ 
ment uses the mails with a free 
list, which runs up into many 
millions of pounds, and the price 
paid the railroads for carrying is 
charged up to the newspaper 
second class rate and noted as 
deficiency. 

The dealings of the depart¬ 
ment are unfair, for putting out 
commercial work is not in line 
with a square deal. 

The only resource perhaps is 
for the country newspaper to 
whittle out a big stick and get 
busy. It doesn’t pay to have 
everything one sided. Too much 
is plenty, and not enough is quite 
a few. Patience sometimes ceases 
to be a virtue, and there is al¬ 
ways a last straw.—Pemberville
